A belt of new snow, g enerally 
two to fou r inches deep , ex tended 
from Montana sou theastward into 
Iowa and Missou ri and was w ork­ 
ing eastward.

into serv ice, bu t bu ses and street­ 
cars were ru nning u p to a half 
hou r behind schedu le as the m orn­ 
ing ru sh hou r started. 
Snow flu rries hit Chicag o abou t 
mid-morning and the U. S. w eath­ 
er bu reau forecast two to three 
inches wou ld fall by nig ht.

Produ cers Association. 
Bracey said that the MCPA is 
u rg ing all farmers to rep ort 1951 
and 19 52 cotton acreag e to their 
cou nty PMA Committees. Under 
ex isting leg islation allotments to 
indiv idu al farms, if declared for 
19. 4, wou ld be based on acreag e 
history for the y ears 19 51, 19 52 
and 19 53. 
Bracey stated, “it wou ld be to 
tlie farm er’s adv antag e to g et set 
for certain p rodu ction restrictions 
nex t y ear.” “A farmer can do this 
by making su re his acreag e history 
i 
correctly rep orted and by g ear­ 
ing his farm op erations to cu r­ 
rent conditions,” he added. 
It was 
also 
brou g ht ou t by 
Bracey that the MCPA is p lanning 
for new cotton 
acreag e control 
leg islation which wou ld p rev ent a 
rep etition of inequ ities ex p erienc­ 
ed in the 19 50 p rog ram. Du ring 
19 50, the most cu rrent cotton allot­ 
ment y ear, many farmers in Mis­ 
sou ri were sev erely p enalized by 
the cou nty factor (p ercentag e of 
p lanting s). The cou nty factor is 
a p art of the 
ex isting 
law and 
limits a farm er to a max imu m al­ 
lotment of not 
more than his 
cou nty ’s av erag e p ercentag e. 
Bracey said the MCPA and oth­ 
er p rodu cer g rou p s are g athering 
p ertinent information which will 
be p resented to the new cong ress.

Mathematics Professor At St. Louis 
Amassed Wealth on A Small Salary 


Like Another at the University of Illinois, Dr. Otto Dunkel Amazed Everyone by 
the Size of His Estate, Estimated at Close to $400,000— Sorority Once Took 
a Collection to Buy Him New Shoes and Necktie.

St. Louis—The sorority sisters 
blushed prettily as they made the 
presentation. 
The retired associate professor 
of mathematics was 
a 
familiar 
sight on his daily walks through 
the Washington university campus 
in St. Louis County. With his un­ 
ruly shock of white hair and his 
shy but kindly m anner of greeting 
students, he might have been an­ 
other “Mr. Chips,” hero of the 
best seller, “Good-bye, Mr. Chips.” 
But his shoes had an unm istak­ 
ably worn look and the soles the 
appearance of having been m end­ 
ed with material bought at the 
dime store. He wore no necktie. 
After all, a retired associate pro­ 
fessor’s pension doesn’t go too far 
these days. 
The girls decided to take up a 
collection for new shoes and neck­ 
ties for their “Mr. Chips.” 
He listened quietly to the pres­ 
entation speech and accepted the 
check they handed him. Then he 
gravely tendered his thanks. 
Almost a Half Million. 
It undoubtedly would have sur­ 
prised his pretty young benefac­ 
tors to know that the object of 
their charity had a $20,000 bank 
account and owned ( lose to $400,- 
000 in securities. The size of the 
estate of the late Dr. Otlo Dunkel 
amazed a l m o s t everyone who 
knew him. The body of the 81- 
year-old educator was found short­ 
ly after the first of the year be­ 
side the railroad tracks. It is be­ 
lieved that he was on one of his 
walking trips to the university 
when he fell from a bridge and 
died of exposure. 
When an inventory of Dr. Dun- 
kel’s estate was filed in probate 
court recently, a spokesman for 
Boatman’s National bank, co-exe­

Edwin S. Elder, the stock broker 
who handled Dr. D unkel’s invest­ 
ment. now says the estate will 
amount to nearly $400,000. 
The mystery of how an associate 
professor of modest income ac­ 
cumulated such a fortune is one 
that would have 
intrigued the 
mathematical 
mind of the late 
Dr. Dunkel. Friends 
say his top 


of only $125 a month. 
Another Rich Professor. 
Approximately at the time of 
his death another retired professor 
of mathematics passed away after 
having also amassed a fortune. 
Gorege A. Miller of the U niver­ 
sity of Illinois died February 10 
at Champaign, leaving a million- 
dollar estate to his school. Dr. 
Dunkel, were he alive, might fig­ 
ure the chance against such a 
coincidence at several million to 
one. 
The two men took similar roads 
to wealth. In Dr. Dunkil’s case, 
Elder, a personal friend as well 
as financial adviser, sheds some 
light on the road to wealth found 
by a man of modest income. 
Elder 
says 
the 
phenomenal 
growth of his client’s fortune was 
due in a large m easure to consist­ 
ent re-investm ent of interest and 
dividends under favorable m arket 
conditions. He said the times were 
with his client, who reaped prof­ 
itable returns from railroad and 
utility investments. 
Elder said that when he took 
chaige of the professor’s account 
in 
1935, Dr. Dunkel had about 
$56.000. A bachelor, he saved most 
of his salary by living frugally. 
Stocks Bought at Bottom. 
The professor’s railroad hold­ 
ings, Elder explains, were bought 
at a low point in the m arket for 


A friends said that Dr. Dunkel 
once bought a suit for only $17. 
He delighted in displaying a label 
which stated “ wool contents u n ­ 
known,” the friend added. 
Yet he was a regular contribu­ 
tor to such charities as the Com­ 
munity Chest and the Red Cross. 
A landlady said he once had her 
relay a check for $100 to a minis­ 
ter for whom he had great adm i­ 
ration.

Amassed Wealth or. A Small Salary 
# 


Like Another at the University of Illinois, Dr. Otto Dunkel A m azed Everyone by 
the Size of H is Estate, Estimated at Close to $400,000— Sorority Once lo o k 
a Collection to Buy H im N e w Shoes and Necktie.

St. Louis—The sorority sisters 
blushed prettily as they made the 
presentation. 
Tho retired associate professor 
of mathematics was a familiar 
sight on his daily walks through 
the Washington university campus 
in St. Louis County. With his un ­ 
ruly shock of white hair and his 
shy but kindly m anner of greeting 
students, he might have been an ­ 
other “Mr. Chips,” hero of tho 
best seller, “Good-bye, Mr. Chips.” 
But his shoes had an unm istak­ 
ably worn look and the soles the 
appearance of having been m end­ 
ed with material bought at the 
dime store. He wore no necktie. 
After all, a retired associate pro­ 
fessor’s pension doesn’t go too far 
these days. 
The girls decided to take up a 
collection for new shoes and neck­ 
ties for their “Mr. Chips.” 
He listened quietly to the pres­ 
entation speech and accepted the 
chock they handed him. Then he 
gravely tendered his thanks. 
Almost a Half Million. 
It undoubtedly would have sur­ 
prised his pretty young benefac­ 
tors to know that the object of 
their charity had a $20,000 bank 
account and owned close to S4!)0,- 
000 in securities. The size of the 
estate of the late Dr. Otto Dunkel 
amazed a l m o s t everyone who 
knew him. The body of the 81- 
year-old educator was found short­ 
ly after the first of the year be­ 
side the railroad tracks. It is be­ 
lieved that he was on one of his 
walking trips to the university 
when he fell from a bridge and 
died of exposure. 
When an inventory of Dr. D un­ 
kers estate was filed in probate 
court recently, a spokesman for 
Boatman’s National bank, co-exe­ 
cutor, 
estimated 
the 
worth

stocks and bonds at $ 3 4 0, 0 0 0. 
Edwin S. Elder, the stock broker 
who handled Dr. Dunkers invest­ 
ment. now says the estate will 
amount to nearly $400,000. 
The mystery of how an associate 
professor of modest income ac­ 
cumulated such a fortune is one 
that would have intrigued 
mathematical 
mind of the 
Dr. Dunkel. Friends 
say his 
salary as a teacher was $3,700 a 
year and that during the last dec­ 
ade of his life he drew a pension

of only $125 a month. 
Another Rich Professor. 
Approximately at the time of 
his death another retired professor 
of mathematics passed away after 
having also amassed a fortune. 
Gorege A. Miller of the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois died February IO 
at Champaign, leaving a million- 
dollar estate to his school. Dr. 
Dunkel, were he alive, might fig­ 
ure the chance against such a 
coincidence at several million to 
one. 
The two men took similar roads 
to wealth. In Dr. Dunkil’s case. 
Elder, a personal friend as well 
as financial adviser, sheds some 
light on the road to wealth found 
by a man of modest income. 
Elder 
says 
the 
phenomenal 
growth of his client’s fortune was 
due in a large m easure to consist­ 
ent r e -investment of interest and 
dividends under favorable market 
conditions. He said the times were 
with his client, who reaped prof­ 
itable returns from railroad and 
utility investments. 
Elder said that when he took 
charge of the professor’s account 
in 
1935, Dr. Dunkel had about 
$56,000. A bachelor, he saved most 
of his salary by living frugally. 
Stocks Bouclit at Bottom. 
The professor’s railroad hold­ 
ings, Elder explains, were bought 
at a low point in the m arket for 
those securities in 1939, 1940 and 
1941. His untility stocks were also 
purchased at low m arket points 
in 1940, 1941 and 1942. For ex­ 
ample. Dr. Dunkel obtained 200 
shares of Cities Service in 1942 
at 5 J/4 . A recent m arket quotation 
was around 85. 
The professor was thrifty, but 
in no sense a miser, according to 
Elder. He never owned a motor 
car. He never went to the theater. 
He lived in furnished rooms. 
One of his landladies told how 
Dr. Dunkel would return home 
and relate happily how he had 
been able to purchase a complete 
meal for OO cents. He would have 
the price of each item |>cnciled 
on a memo pad. He saved bits of 
soup and combined them so that 
he would have a piece* bi I enough 
to use. He never owned anv furni­ 
ture. 
His persona! effects 
were 
listed at $45. They included a $1 
slide rule, a $10 watch and a .22- 
caliber rifle. 


A friends said that Dr. Dunkel 
once bought a suit for only $17. 
He delighted in displaying a label 
which stated “ wool contents un ­ 
known,” the friend added. 
Yet he was a regular contribu­ 
tor to such charities as the Com­ 
munity Chest and the Red Cross. 
A landlady said he once had her 
relay a check for $100 to a minis­ 
ter for whom he had great adm i­ 
ration. Another landlady told of 
generous gifts which Dr. Dunkel 
sent to relatives. 
The 
professor held 
a 
degree 
from the University of Virginia 
and had a Ph. D. from Harvard. 
He also studied at the Sorbonne 
in France and at universities at 
Frankfurt, Germany, and in Flor­ 
ence, Italy. 
He was a keen student of Shake­ 
speare. He liked to discuss the 
characters in the bard's various 
plays. But he was in his element 
when wrestling with a problem of 
mathematics. He tussled with fig­ 
ures so late at night that the elec­ 
tric light globes in his room had 
to be changed frequently. 
Students Send Back Problems. 
One of his great sources of pride 
was the Mathematical Association 
af America, of which he was an 
officer. Former students of hi. 
now serving overseas with the 
a m y engineers, would send Dr. 
Dunkel problems which they could 
not solve. In the letters accom­ 
panying the problems would be 
$5 or $10 bills to compensate the 
professor for his time. 
The problems with the answers 
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would go back to the senders. Also 
the bills. The satisfaction of find­ 
ing the correct answers was suf­ 
ficient remuneration. 
Dr. Dunkel had blue eyes and a 
long head and the manners of “a 
Virginia gentleman.” He read and 
spoke six 
languages, but never 
made a display of the accomplish­ 
ment. 
He often spoke of his gratitude 
to Washington university, which 
employed him as a teacher for 
thirty years. Washington, the Uni­ 
versity of Virginia, the M athema­ 
tical Association of America and 
the Mission Free School in St. 
Louis share in his estate, as do 
five nephews and nieces in Vir­ 
ginia.
